London, Jan. 18.— The third session 
of the 14th parliament of the Vic- 
torian era will be opened to-morrow by 
royal commission, with the usual for- 
mality. The proposer of the address in 
.reply to the speech from the throne, in 
the House of Commons, wiil be Vis- 
count Folkstone, and the seconder will 
be Hon. Albert Lyttleton. In the House 
of Lords, the Marquis of Bath will move, 
and Lord Kenjun will second the ad- 
dress. A stormy session is expected, in 
which the fortunes of the government 
are in doubt, iu spite ot the ordin- 
ary Conservative majority of 150, 
upon two questions — education and 
the recently alleged financial injustices 
to Ireland. In the voteB to be taken up- 
on these questions the followers of the 
government of to-day are split and 
divided in every direction, so much so 
that the government whips are anti- 
cipating the hardest session of recent 
years. The Irish question has not yet 
been raised in the Commons in its pres- 
ent shape, in tho education the gov- 
ernment under specific pledges. These 
and other questions will be shortly de- 
bated. 

It is expected that reference will be 
made in the Queen's speech to the pro- 
mising nature and position of the nego- 
tiations for the arbitration of the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, and that the famine and 
plague in India will be touched upon. 

.Sir Charles Dilke writes on this sub- 
ject: " There never was a session when 
we have been so fully told in advance 
what was likely to be the pro- 
gramme. The debates on the ad- 
dress will no doubt be largely 
occupied with tho present, position of 
r\sia Minor and the Cyprus convention 
which some treat as wholly at an end, 
some as virtually at an end and some 
few as a living fact. Immediately after 
the debate on the address suppose we 
shall see tiie education bill, proba- 
bly a very Bhort and Bimple 
one which the government is 
pledged to pass in the present fiscal 
year and which will be something like 
the money clauses of the Long bill of 
last year. Probably the money for vol- 
untary schools and the poor board school 
districts will be given to the education 
department to disburse, having regard 
to certain considerations. It will doubt- 
less be met by Sir William Harcourt 
with an amendment." 

Dr. Bergman, the well known German 
specialist, denies a report emanating 
from St. Petersburg that he has been 
summoned to perform an operation on 
the Czar. 

The situation in Bombay is growing 
tapidly worse and the exodus from the 
pity on account of the plague continues. 
Official returns issued4o-day show that 
there has been 3,011(3 cases of plague re- 
corded and 2,582 deaths from the pesti- 
lence. The Times of India complains 
that the sanitary conditions of Bombay 
have been allowed to deteriorate for ton 
years past. It adds, " the whole future 
trade of the city is involved; and that no 
expense on the part of tho government 
to stamp out the plague can bo too 
costly." 

The Princess Chimay and her gypsy 
lover liigo are now staying at Milan. 
The pair will go on Thursday to Cannes, 
where they will meet the brother of the 
Princess. 

A ferry boat laden with workmen sank 
while crossing the Usk at Newport to- 
day and seven out ot fifteen persons on 
board were drowned. 

The British troopship Warren Hast- 
ings was totally wrecked of the Island of 
Reunion at 2 :30 a.m. The troops and 
crew, numbering 1,231 men, were all 
saved. 

Sir Edward Clark was oll'ered the post 
of Solicitor-General in the Salisbury ad- 
ministration, refused it, aiming at higher 
office. He now rejoices in a free hand 
assault on the government on the Vene- 
zuela dispute, and takes exasperating 
views on Irish finance. One of the best 
debaters in parliament, he will give the 
ministerial side some trouble. His 
friends say that disappointed ambition 
has nothing to do with his present inde- 
pendence of party ties 

The Conservative papers announce 
that the Duke of Devonshire, who ex- 
cited discontent in Tory quarters by 
giving a Liberal- Unionist dinner on the 
evening of the openingof the last session 
of parliament, would not repeat the ex- 
periment. Tho Dttko will, however, 
give his dinner party again on Monday 
evening. The Liberal-Unionists have 
no intention of allowing their existence 
as a separate section to bo ignored by 
the country of their present allies. 

The nllios of Karl Spencer, who • is 
mentioned as the successor of Lord 
Rosebcry as Liberal leader in the House 
of Lords, will give a dinne. - to the Lib- 
eral peers. The Earl is to preside at a 
meeting to be held an January 19 to 
elect Lord Roscbery's successor. 

MINISTER WILLIS. 

Funeral of the United States Represetntive 
In Hawaii. 

Honolulu, Jan . 10, via San Francisco. 
Jan. 18.— The funeral of Albert Willis, 
U. S. minister to Hawaii, was held on 
the 8th instant under the direction of 
President Dole and the members of the 
cabinet. The procession was attended 
by hundreds of friends and admirers of 
the deceased.

Montreal, Jan. IS. — (Special)— In re- 
ply to L'Echo de Montagnai's formal 
assertion that the report of Archbishop 
Langovin's approval of the school settle- 
ment in the first instance was well 
founded, the Manitoba prelate has made 
the following statement : " I positively 
deny having changed my opinion on the 
so-called Laurier-Greenway settlement, 
which on the contrary, I have always 
condemned, as adverse to Catholic 
schools, establishing neutral or atheistic 
schools aa contrary to the national in- 
terests of the French-Canadian and con- 
trary to the constitution of the land." 

Toronto, Jan. 18. — (Special) — The 
Montreal correspondent of the World, 
referring to the fact that the expected 
mandement on the school settlement 
was not read in the Roman Catholic 
yesterday, says he is ipformed that it is 
the intention of the bishops to have 
their pronunciamento bullet-proof and 
that this caused the heretofore unac- 
countable delay. Continuing, it says 
the ecclesiastical disapprobation of tho 
Manitoba school settlement has been 
submitted to Rome, and it is quite pro- 
bable the papal authorities will have 
pronounced upon the wording of the 
joint letter or mandement and the ad- 
visability of its promulgation before it 
Eees the light of publicity. 

MORE RICH STRIKES. . 

Splendid Showing on the Colonna — The 
Sunset. 

RosstiAKD, Jan. 18. — Two rich strikes 
were made to-day. The Colonna tunnel 
shows 40 inches of clear copper sulphides, 

Inch assy .$24 in gold and 10 per cent, 
copper. It is about the handsomest ore 
ever seen in the camp and if it only stays 
for the next iitty feet, will put the Col- 
onna among tho best of the junior 
mines of the camp. Tho abaft on 
the Butte, which lies just east of town 
and near the better known Commander, 
now shows three and a half feet of high 
grade copper ore. It is the befit ore yet 
found in the property and runs well in 
both gold and silver. A drift on 
the vein will now be started 
and the management feels confident 
from the surface showings that a long 
chute of the same kind of ore lies to the 
east. 

The drift from the shaft on the Sunset 
show the ledge to be four and a half feet 
wide. It is all ore, but needB sorting, as 
it contains much quartz. By sorting 
two tons into one a product worth $40 
per ton can be obtained. 

Tom Dolan, treasurer of the Rossland 
Miners' Union, has skipped with $000 of 
tho union's funds. He came from Chi- 
cago a few month's ago. His bondsmen 
made good the deficit. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa; Jan. IS.— In the Exchequer 
court judgment was delivered by Judge 
Burbridgo dismissing a suit by tho 
Crown against St. Louis for money over- 
paid on the Wellington bridge contract 
but allowing costs to the Crown up to 
the date of tho filing of the plea of res 
judicata, as it was upon that point alone 
that the action was dismissed, tho re- 
maining costs to be taxed to St. Louis 
and set oil' as against the co.sts allowed 
to the Crown. The Crown has an op- 
portunity of appeal to the Supreme 
court but as the contractor is condemned 
only for coats he can have no appeal 
under ordinary procedure. 

Hon. Mr. Tarte came up from Mon- 
treal to-day, but did not go to his office. 
He is still pretty shaky. 

In the Supreme court Justice Sedg- 
wick announced that for unavoidable 
L-auses the court was further adjourned 
until January 25, for the purpose of ren- 
dering judgments only. No judgments 
were handed down. 

When Chief Engineer Schreiher was 
in New York last week, he was waited 
upon by R. G. Reid, who is about com- 
pleting the Newfoundland railway from 
St. John's to Port au Basque, for the 
purpose of arranging close connection 
between the steamer and the railway. 
Mr. Reid has arranged for the construc- 
tion of a fine steamer, to be ready next 
June, to place on this route.

MISSING FISHERMEN. 

The Men Who Were Lost on the Great 
Lakes Safe. 

Marinette, Wis., Jan. IS.— At noon 
to-day all doubt as to the probable fate 
of the fishermen was removed. Manuel 
llolgren. Charles Nylund, John Johnson 
and Utto Larsen came across from Green 
island in a ekiff and reported that they 
had left on the island the six others, 
who will be brought over in the 
lighthouse-keepers boat. When the 
fishermen felt tfie current in the 
bay changing yesterday after- 
noon they knew that danger waB 
ahead, and most of them hurried for the 
island. All arrived safely but Ed. Hoff- 
man, who was being borne away on the 
ice when a boat went out and rescued 
him. The most remarkable escape was 
that of Sam Lund, who got to shore on 
his sled. He was far out on the bay and 
put up twenty-seven feet of canvas and 
literally skimmed over slush and cake 
ice. He was drenched from head to foot. 
The ice went out in half an hour yester- 
day, and though the bay looks open 
from here, the fishermen state that ice 
is crushed in between Green island and 
Chambers island.

Spread of the Young Turk Agitation in the 
Balkan Peninsula. 

London, Jan. IS.— The Young Turk 
agitation is spreading in the Balkan pen- 
insula. Placards posted on the walls of 
the towns denounce the Sultan in un- 
measured terms. One placard, which 
was torn down by the police of Phillipo- 
lis, was printed in red ink. This has 
created a great stir and alarm 
among the Turks, as it ia believ- 
ed to indicate a determination to resort 
to violent measures. The red placard 
read: "Sultan Harnid is known to 
be mad, and our religion prescribed 
us to kill every mad dog. The young 
Turks, who have hitherto abstained 
from bloodshed, have now decided to 
asBiinie the title of revolutionary, and in 
ftire will use arms against the Sultan 
and his followers. It is our duty now to 
kill, burn and ruin everything connect- 
ed with the Yildiz Kiosk. Wo shall 
blow it up." The proclamation concluded 
with calling upon tho Turks to seek re- 
venge, informing them that the hour to 
strike had arrived, and adding: "Let 
every true Moslem do his duty." 



THE " THREE FRIENDS." 

Important Decision Rendered on the Cele- 
brated Filibustering Case. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Jan. 18.— Judge 
Locke, of the U. S. court for the South- 
ern District of Florida, rendered his 
decision in the Three Friends caee upon 
the exceptions of the defence to tho libel 
of the government for violating 
the neutrality laws. The point was 
raised by counsel for the defence 
that inasmuch aB the Cuban jnsurgentB 
had not been recognized by the United 
States government, they were neither a 
people nor a body politic, as defined by 
Bection 5,283 under which the libel was 
drawn. This was sustained by Judge 
Locke, and the district attorney was 
given ten days in which to file an 
amended libel. The point was one that 
had never been raised before.

Victoria's Rusrby Representatives 
Against Jfanaimo's Swarm 
of "Hornets." 



Of the pleasure craft that will this 
coming season contribute to the happi- 
ness of Victorians four heretofore un- 
heard of ones are now in course of con- 
struction. Two are building in Mr. J . 
J. Robinson's yard, James Bay, and a 
third, a steam launch, is now in frame 
at the Clyde yard, while the fourth is 
nearing completion in Captain George 
Collins' yard, Rock Bay. The 
owner of this last mentioned vesBel, 
who is also her builder and designer, 
does not ever expect to do much, sailing 
in her himself. He is now enjoying the 
comfort and Rood health he anticipated 
in building her, or, in other words, the 
work about her construction, which he is 
handling entirely himself, is being done 
solely for the recreation there is in it . 
Captain Collins lias not done any Bhip 
carpentry for thirty years, and it was 
owing to his failing health that he un- 
dertook his present contract, the 
labor about which is adding vigor 
to his constitution. The boat 
is already in shell form. It 
represents no particular design, but in 
her lines a vessel of great seaworthiness 
and ordinary swiftness is indicated, a 
large keel, tapering heavily aft. signify- 
ing that no light wind will ever disturb 
her equilibrium. She measures 40 feet 
overall, 30 or 31 feet on the water line, 
10>i feet abeam and something like three 
feet in the hold. The steam launch re- 
ferred to is being built by Mr. Guslield, 
the owner of the Wide-Awake, the flyer 
of the Victoria yachting fleet. 
The yacht is intended for Mr. 
George Langley. She is to run 
six knotB and het dimensions will be. 
Length overall, -18 feet; beam, G.'.j feet; 
and depth of hold, 3 feet. In the Rob- 
inson yard one yacht is pretty well ad- 
vanced in construction, while the keel 
for the other is just being laid, calling 
lor a boat of English model and speedy 
design. This vessel will be the property 
of Mr. W. H. Langley when completed, 
and that will be in plenty of time 
for the first fine ' weather in 
spring. Her dimensions are given as 
follows: Length over all, 30 feet; length 
on the water line, 20 feot; beam, 1% 
feet; depth of hold, 4>£ feet. Mr. Rob- 
inson is working out his own ideas in 
the building of the second yacht. It 
will be of plain model, 24 feet long, with 
a proportionate beam and depth. She 
is building for Dr. Newcombe.

ANGLO-AMERICAN ARBITRATION. 

Rt. Hon. John Morley Wann.ly Commends 
the Convention— The Outlook 
in Ireland. 

London, Jan. 18.— Hight Hon. John 
Morley, M.P., in a speech at Forfar, 
Scotland, praiBed the proposed Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty, which he 
said withdrew even the territorial claims 
from the tyrannical, capricious and bane- 
ful arbitrament of the sword. In strong 
terms he urged that it should be the 
fervent prayer of every well-wisher of 
mankind, that no mists should arise in 
the senate, or elsewhere, to overcloud 
this new light on the horizon of the 
world of civilized men, or to hinder the 
consummation of the hopes and ardent 
wishes of two great nations. 

"I agree with those, he continued, 
" who hope and believe in the fruition of 
time, the force of a treaty like this, 
though only a temporary treaty, may be 
felt as an example and looked back up- 
on by posterity as a realization of what 
we now call it— the great event of the 
nineteenth century. I have always re- 
garded as the most splendid act of Glad- 
stone's splendid career, his connection 
with the Alabama negotiation. The 
farther we get away from that great 
transaction the more we see what a 
beneficient landmark it was in the his- 
tory of civilization." 

After the enthusiastic applause which 
followed his reference to the arbitration 
treaty, Mr. Morley turned his attention 
to the next session of parliament. He 
said : 

" Ireland again fills the public eye, 
financial revelations beginning a contro- 
versy which is going to raise a discussion 
concerning fundamental questions of 
taxation deeper than those questions 
which are of local importance only." 

After referring to Lord Castleton's 
speech at Cork, Decomber 13, 1S9G, in 
which it was said that England lost the 
American colonies by a blunder, and 
that " the people of Cork might emulate 
the example set by the people of Boston 
on the occasion of tlje Boston tea party." 
Mr. Morley continued : 

" It is true we lost the American col 
onies by a blunder. We shall not lose 
Ireland no matter what blunder we may 
make, but we can lose whatever confi 
dence remains in Ireland in the justice 
of the Imperial parliament." 



QUARANTINE OF ANIMALS. 

Details of the Arrangement Entered Into Be- 
tween Ministers of Canada and 
the United States. 

Washington, Jan. IS— The agreement 
ell'ected between the secretary of agri- 
culture and the Canadian minister of 
agriculture relative to the quarantine of 
animals passing from one country to the 
other provides in substance that each 
country shall accept the veterinary cer- 
tilicate of the other as final and that 
they shall keep each other informed of 
any outbreaks of contagious disease, 
that a quarantine of from nine to fifteen 
days shall be imposed upon cattle of 
ruminants or swine coming from Euro- 
pean countries in which pleuro-pneu- 
monia or foot and mouth disease exists ; 
that breeding cattle shall have certifi- 
cates of freedom from tuberculosis or 
submit to a week's quarantine, and that 
cattle coming from Teeding or stock 
ranches must likewise have certificates 
of freedom from disease of all kinds (ex- 
cept tuberculosis) and the exemption of 
their districts from disease. 

Provision is made for the admission of 
cattle in transit in bond at the ports of 
both countries, and for the regulation of 
the transitof animals on railways. Sheep 
may be admitted, subject to inspection, 
with certificates of exemption from scab 
of the district from which they come, 
subject to slaughter if the disease ap- 
pears, They are also accorded the 
privilege of passing in bond through 
ports without inspection. Swine for 
Hlaughter may paBs without inspection 
to bonded slaughter houses or when pro- 
perly certified as part of a settler's 
effects. Liberal rules are laid down for 
the entry of horses into either country 
iiud particularly to those belonging to 
Indian tribes.

OLYMPIC ATTRACTIONS. 

An Oval Bridal Veil— The Scene Exceeds 
Anything of a Similar Character 
in Yellowstone Park. 

Port Town send, 'Jan. 18. — The Olym 
pic mountains have produced another 
attraction, the beauty of which is not 
excelled on the Western slope. What is 
said to be a grand waterfall coming from 
the Enow-capped peaks above the clouds 
over a bind', falling a perpendicular dis 
tance of over 1,000 feet and disappearing 
in the bosom of a beautiful plain, has 
just been discovered near Lake Slither 
laud, a few miles from Lake Crescent, by 
two ranchmen. Their description of the 
scene would exceed anythingof a pimilar 
character in the Yellowstone Park. 

From the snow in the crests of the 
Olympics, where white men never visit 
ed, comes a little stream which rapidly 
grows in volume until it reaches the 
edge of a perpendicular cliff overlooking 
a beautiful plateau of 300 acres a thous- 
and feet below. For centuries the water 
has poured over the precipice until it 
has cut a smooth passage, something 
like a large pipe split in half, in the side 
of the mountain. Here and there it 
strikes an obstruction and out of the 
mountain's side spurts other falls 
Standing alongside the cliff a short dis- 
tance away the scene is beautiful and 
looks as though there were half a dozen 
rivers bursting out of the mountain. 

The huge volume of water disappears 
in a wild looking cavern, and becomes an 
underground river. It flows beneath the 
plateau for a distance of two miles and 
then again bursts out of its imprison 
ment in the shape of an oval bridal veil 
and dashes over the rocks and cataracts 
down to Lake Sutherland and out to sea 
The country is very rough, wild and 
hard to penetrate. There is an abun- 
dance of wild game isolated around the 
falls. The discoverers of the falls killed 
nine elk in half an hour and said there 
was 100 more in sight.

Tho bicycle of standard make that glid 
noisolessly and firmly ulnng tho highway 
would seem to tho cverago looker oi 
tiling of perfection, nnd consequently not 
susceptible of improvement, and yet hardly 
n day pusses in which there is not offered 
to tho public by ingenious inventors somo 
convenient attachment or force, preserving 
variation of structure 

Among recent discoveries is a very val 
uablo method of transmitting tho power 
of the hands to tho podal crank of the hi 
cycle which has just boon completed, it 
oonsists of a lever pivoted at tho head of t ho 
machine, a connecting rod oxtondln 
downward l herefrom, a rook shaft in tho 
frame of tho machine, leaving a crank 
with which tho connecting rod Is joined, 
a second crank on tho rock shaft, n rod 
connecting tho latter with tho pedal crank 
of the machine, a handle bar atlaptetl to 
oscillate, and means whereby tho oscillation 
of the handle bar is caused to alternately 
lift and disengage tho pivoted lover. 

This invention will enable the power of 
tho arms, which has heretofore been wast- 
ed, to be transmitted to tho pedals and aid 
in developing spi od. 

Another lato attachment for tho wheel 
Is a sorooti, so arranged as to protect tho 
rldnr from mud, wind and dust. It is 
niatlo of strips and rods that aro attached 
to the roar of the saddle. 

A hygienic cushion frame is now bolus 
applied to machines. It is composed of 
pneumatic telescoping tubes working one 
within tho other Tho object to be at- 
tained is tho doing away with the jar and 
strain to rider and wheel occasioned in 
crossing oDstruotiotis.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouveh, Jan. IS. — The cases o{

ed from Honolulu by order of the Dole 
government, against the Canadian-Aus- 
tralian Steamship Co. for carrying them 
from Hawaii against their will, will be 
settled out of court, the damages allowed,

A 
homing pigeon match has been arranged 
in connection with the exhibition. The 
carriers will be freed at Yale a distance 
of 105 miles. 

Many enquiries aro being mado here 
BS to how it came about ttiat there was 
a total mayoralty vote in Vancouver of 
2,096, as the total mayoralty vote in Vic- 
toria was but 1,8511. The simple ex- 
planation is no doubt that the contest 
was keener in Vancouver than in Vic- 
toria, and more of the electors were con- 
veyed to the polls than in Victoria.

Vancouver Coal Co., left this morning 
for England via Vancouver. He expects 
to be absent about live months. 

The tug Slella, which belonged to R. 
Kelly for some time and has been lying 
in the harbor without engines or fit- 
tings, has been sold and will he com- 
pletely iitted up for fishing work on the 
iSkeena river. 

The Wellington Enteroriso publishes 
a rumor that, Mr. J. J. McDonald, who 
left for the Yukon a year ago, has had 
his legs so badly frozen that they may 
have to be amputated. Mr. McDonald, 
it is Btated, will be brought to Victoria 
as soon ^s possible. 

CARIBOO. 

(From the B.C. Mining Journal.) 

Capt. Irving, of Victoria, who is inter- 
ested in the steamer Charlotte, on the 
Praeer, says that the steamer will be 
taken out of the river for fear of an ice 
jam. A gang of men are now at work 
clearing off a place to land it. While at 
Soda Creek he bought the old steamboat 
at Steamboat Landing, and the remains 
of one on Stuart lake, from Mr. Robert 
MeLeese. it is contemplated running 
as far up the Fraser next season as pos- 
sible, and Captain Irving will take an- 
other trip up the country next year 
witli a view ot arranging for a complete 
system of river navigation into the 
Omineca country. 

The receipts at the C.P.R. station, 
Ashcroft, for the year lSfll>, show that 
during the year there were received 
li,0'J3 :, .i tons of freight, and 2,163 tons 
forwarded, making a total of 8,796% tons 
handled at this station. The sale of 
tickets numbered lti.O'JO. The aggregate 
earnings of Ashcroft station must reach 
in the neighborhood of $100,000. The 
amount of gold shipped from that station 
only amounted to $297,901.80 for the 
year, but the present year will, without 
a doubt, go five times that amount 
easily. 

On the night of the 11th of January, 
thirty-four pioneers and guests sat down 
to a banquet at the Ashcroft hotel. This 
being the regular annual meeting of the 
Vale-Li llooet Pioneer Society. This 
societv has been in existence now for 
the past nine years, and no one is allowed 
membership unless he has been thirty or 
more years in the country. The presi- 
dent of the society, Hon. C.F.Corn- 
wall, presided. 

A discovery of quartz on the South 
Fork, near the end of the Cariboo Hy- 
draulic Companv's ground, is arousing 
considerable interest. There is a large 
ledge distinctly traceable on both Tildes 
of the Fork, and three locations have so 
far been made. It is a rusty, iron- 
stained quartz filled with sulphurets, 
from 30 to 40 feet in width. It is well 
known that the country north of this 
place has many quartz ledges carrying 
gold, silver and lead. 

Mr. Pierson, of Victoria, haB arrange- 
ments about completed to begin work on 
the ditch to bring ratter to some of the 
daims along the right hand bank of the 
North Fork, going up from the Forks. 
The claims are.known to be highly valu- 
able and it is to be hoped that the season 
of '97 will see water turned on some of 
' the ground. It is also teported that 
work on the dam across the North Fork 
will soon bo resumed. 

Work on the dnm of the Golden Ques- 
nelle Company id progressing steadily. 
The wageB paid as a rule are $2.50 per 
day with a charge of $1 per day for 



board. The work has been the means of 
keeping about 200 men in this vicinity 
who would otherwise have been obliged 
to 'ioout for. the season. 

Messrs. E. Endersand E.Dti Maurier, 
of Paris, France, went up to Barkervilie 
this week, leaving Ashcroft by IS. X. 
special. They will remain in Cariboo 
for some months, and will give an ex- 
haustive report to the French govern- 
ment of this section as a mining coun- 
try. 

VERNON. 

(From the Vernon News.l 
An important mining deal has re- 
cently been consummated at Fairview 
whereby the Stemwinder claim formerly 
owned by Messrs. Sheehan and Gwatki'n 
has changed hands. .Mr. Khodes, re- 
presenting a syndicate of coast capital- 
ists, was the purchaser, and it is stated 
that a large force of men will at once be 
put to work to develop tliiB property. 
The price paid was about $30,000. 
Everything points to a decided boom in 
Camp Fairview this spring. 

A ripple of excitement spread through 
the citv Tuesday when it became known 
that tlie Camp Hewitt Mining Co. had 
sent upsomerich specimensof rock from 
one of their claims on Okanagan lake. 
The ledge from which it is taken is a 
Bolid mass of ore, about three feet'wide, 
with perfectly delined walls, and though 
it had only been sunk on to the deptii of 
about eight feet, it looks as rich as might 
be expected from a much lower level. 
The rock carries gold and silver and is 
particularly rich in copper. The aver- 
age assays so far obtained from this 
claim go $50.32 per ton in these metals. 

The Bon Diablo Mining Co. has a 
force of men Bteadily at work and aro 
now down about thirty feet on the ledge, 
which seems to be perfectly solid and 
well in: place. Recent samples of rock 
appear to be well mineralized, and the 
owners anticipate a rich return as Boon 
as they aro in a position to make a ship- 
ment. 

W. J. Armstrong has been elected 
mayor of Vernon, and the new aldermen 
are: Frank McGowen, W. II. Lawrence, 
G. G. Flenderaon, H. C. Cooper and Ed. 
Goulet. Augustus Schubert is the new 
reeve of Spailumcheen municipality. 

L1LLOOET. 
(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 

The Forty Thieves Company, owning 
the locations known as the Blue Lead, 
represented by Mr. Skinner, of Toronto, 
will spend $1,000 in prospecting at an 
early dafe. If satisfactory returns are 
made development work will bouncer- 
taken on a largo scale. There is said to 
be a true lissure vein of quartz of good 
grade on the property. 

Ten more claims have been staked over 
behind the Ample mine toward Seaton 
lak«S, also ten or twelve claims from 
which promising specimens have been 
brought down have been located. 

The Snowshoe group of mines, Newell, 
Helmore, Sparrow, Brett Brothers, Mar- 
shall, etc., owners, are under bond, and 
it is expected the sale will Bhortly be 
consummated. 

The Alpha Bell group has begun oper- 
ations and the indications are that a 
large amount of work will be done next 
season. 

Some quartz claims have been located 
and recorded within the past few days 
on Tyaxion creek, a tributary of Bridge 
river. . 

More than fifty claims have been lo- 
cated in this section within the past 
three weeks and nearly all on snowshoes. 

The crown grant to .the Ample and 
Whale are the first " issued in this 
trict. 

ROSSLAND. 

Rossi.and, Jan. 18. — The ore body on 
the SnowBhoe, which belongs to the Big 
Three company, continues to improve, 
and now shows considerable black oxide 
of copper, which of course greatly en- 
hancas its value. It was already of ship- 
ping grade. 

A special to the Miner last evening 
from Trail, stated that an agent of the 
Gooderham syndicate has bonded a 
quantity of property there, which is 
presumed to be for a smelter site. 

Judge Foriu held his first term of 
County court at Nelson on Friday. He 
held court here to-day. 

A special to the Miner from Kaslo 
give the ore receipts at that point for 
last week 525 tons. The Payne, Ruth 
and Whitewater miners were the biggest 
shippers. 

C. W. Callahan has mado the final 
payment on the Currie group in the 
Slocan country, better known as the 
Calena Farm. 

(From the Rossland Mining Revlew.1 

A 25-foot drift has been run in a west- 
erly direction 05 feet from the mouth of 
the Southern Belle shaft, and a crosscut 
tunnel is being driven 500 to the south 
on another lead. The breast of this 
tunnel is all in ore and' pyritic vein mat- 
ter. 

From the bottom of the Sunset shaft a 
drift is in 1-1 feet. 

Three or four days ago a body of high 
grade free-milling ore was struck on the 
O.K. The vein was then eight inches 
wide. It has since widened to over two 
feet, and several tons of ore have Hince 
been taken out. It apparently carries 
verv high values in free gold. 

On the Monte Cristo there is a -1-foot 
ore body averaging $23 in gold to the 
ton. 

The crosscut tunnel on the Retalia- 
tion, owned by the Montezuma com- 
pany, is Ln 15 feet. Another 25 feet in, 
it is'expected, the lead will ho tapped, 

The owners of the I. X. L. have de- 
cided to drift on their ore body and ship 
the product, immediately, assays having 
shown good values in gold. The ore is 
too base for treatment by means of the 
stamp mill and will be sent to the 
Tacoma smelter. 

The Silent Friend, it 35-acro claim ad- 
joining the Belleview, has been pur- 
chased from Duncan McRae by a Toronto 
syndicate, which will form a strong com- 
pany to develop the property. 

(From tho Rossland Miner.1 

The I. X. L. is to be a producer and a 
shipper at once. John S. Baker, the 
principal owner of the mine, took some 
of the ore from tho new vein to Tacoma, 
and had three tests mado by the aesayer 
of the Tacoma smelter. The totals of 
the three assays wero $07.05, $8-1.00 and 
$20.34. One sample went 2(>!.; per cent, 
copper, and another went 17'j per cent, 
copper, and the third went nearly three 
per cent, copper. The other values were 
in gold and silver. One assay showed 
$52 in gold, another $22 in gold. ' 

Frank Watson had two assays made of 
ore from tho now famoiiB Fieher Maiden 
on Slocan lake. One went 308.8 ounces 
iu silver and 50 per cent, lead; the other 



428.S ounces in silver and 15 per cent, 
copper. • 

There is a scene of great activity out 
at the Black Bear siding of the Red 
Mountain railroad every day. The Le 
Roi, Josie and Jumbo aro all loading ore 
and it is a hard matter for the railroad 
company to provide sufficient cars. The 
shipments over this line for tho present 
week will show a big increase over last 
week. , , 

At a meeting of the provisional trus 
tees of the Pure Gold Mining Co. the 
oflicei'B elected were: Walter C. Archer, 
president; James O'Toole, vice-presi- 
dent; D. D. Birks, treasurer ; A. P. Hun- 
ter, secretary and manager. Tho com- 
pany's property consists of three full 
claims on the east sideof^Christina lake, 
the Pure Gold, Escort and Trilby, and 
for the past two months six men have 
been working on the property and the 
showing in the tunnel, which is follow- 
ing the lead, i's very good, the. whole 
breast of the tunnel being thoroughly 
mineralized. 

More rich ore is reported from the Im 
penal on Lookout mountain. An assay 
made last week of ore taken from an 
eight foot shaft went $S8 in gold. This 
is tho highest assay ever have had from 
the Imperial. Some ore when the shaft 
was started went $-15 in gold. 

There is just now a very good showing 
in the White Bear shaft. The shaft is 
down 86 feet and is being put down ver- 
tically. It has been in ledge matter for 
nearly the entire distance from the sur- 
face. The ledge seems to stand at about 
80 degrees. There has been more or less 
ore all the time, but at no time has the 
shaft been in solid ore. In the bottom 
of the shaft at. the present time there are 
several seams, from 3 to (i inches wide, of 
clean solid ore, some of it looking very 
well and assaying fairly well. A sample 
assay made thh last week showed some 
copper and $13 in gold. The seams of 
ore in the shsft are growing wider and 
of higher gold value. There is reason to 
believe the whole shaft will soon be in 
solid ore. 

The Miner is disposed to believe the 
Deer Park will he one of tho great mines 
of the camp. The fact that an extraor- 
dinary large body of ore is present is 
now accepted by everybody. It is also 
apparent to everybody that a marked 
change took place in tte ore below the 
85-foot level, more quartz coining in and 
its general appearance being improved. 
The evidence, therefore, seems to be con- 
clusive that the Deer Park ore, from the 
lower workings of the mine, will run 
between $25 and $30 in gold. The only 
real and exhaustive test will be when 
the ore goes to the smelter, which it will 
begin to do very soon, but there is no 
good reason to doubt the Deer Pa»k will 
become a profitable mine. 

Right along with the news of tho rich 
strike on the Golden Drip comes the in- 
formation of the discovery of an eight- 
inch chute of quartz in the O.K., liber- 
ally impregnated throughout with free 
gold. The dill'erent pieces of the quartz 
are joined together by threads of gold 
and there were flakes of gold over one 
side. It was, perhaps, the richest speci- 
men ever found in the camp. The dis- 
covery was made Thursday in the driv- 
ing of the tunnel on what is known as 
No. 11 level. This is the uppei of the 
three tunnels now being driven into 
O.K. mou.ntain on the O.K. vein. Its 
face is further into the mountain than 
any of tbe others and the discovery is 
therefore very important. Tho ore is 
being taken e*ut with great care and 
sacked. Seven sacks were taken out 
yesterday. How rich it is it is impos- 
sible to say. This will probably not be 
known till the ore is run through the O. 
K. mill. It undoubtedly runs $25,000 to 
if 50,000 to the ton. 

James Rutherford has returned from 
the Trout Lake district of the Lardeau 
country. He went in there last fall in- 
tending to return in a few days, but it 
began to snow and the roads and trails 
soon became impassable. Pack trains 
are uo longer possible, and the only way 
ot getting supplies into the camp there 
is by men on snowshoes. Mr. Ruther- 
ford was much impressed with the min- 
ing possibilities of the whole Lardeau re- 
gion, the moat unfavorable condition 
being the heavy snow in winter and the 
frequency of snow slides. He visited 
the Lilloooet it Fraser River Company's 
celebrated property, the Alpha. A shaft 
is beingsunk on the vein and is in ore 
all the why but it is only about 30 feet 
deep. The developments so far made on 
the property are favorable. The ore is 
high grade and is in such masses on the 
surface that it can be quarried and ship- 
ped out in very large quantities. 

Some days ago the Miner contained a 
paragraph in reference to the cessation 
of work at the West Le Roi and Josie at 
a time when the showing on the pro- 
perty was of a most encouraging char- 
acter. It appears that General Charles 
S. Warren, J. B. Jones and C. E. Barr 
now own or control a majority of the 
500,000 shares in the West Le Roi and 
Josie company. "About 90,000 of the 
minority interest is owned bv Ross 
Thompson and John M. Burke. The 
company has no treasury fund, that hav- 
ing been got rid of at an early period of 
the company's history. Neither is the 
stock an assessable stock. Therefore 
tbe only way to get money for develop- 
ment work is to borrow it or to make 
volunteer assessments. The Warren- 
Jonea-Barr combination proposed the 
latter plan, and did, in fact, put out of 
their pockets enough to begin work- some 
time ago and carry it forward for a lim- 
ited period. They called upon Burke 
and Thompson for a pro rata share of the 
expense money, but it is said they flatly 
refused to put up a cent, whereupon the 
work stopped. The work done last fall 
was suflicient (o open a very rich body 
of ore, tho assays running sometimes as 
high as $100 in gold. The vein is an ex- 
tension of the Le Hoi vein, and tho oie 
is precisely like that found in the Le 
Roi mine.

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THE EMERGENCY IN INDIA. 

The problem which India nowpresents 
to the Imperial government is extremely 
serious. Famine, plague and political 
discontent are the .chief features of it. 
The latter is confined to the Mohamme 
dan subjects of Her Majesty, but as these 
number fifty millions their attitude to 
wards their rulers is a matter of very 
grave importance. This discontent has 
found expression in the Mohammedan 
press and is due to the personal attacks 
that have been made upon the Sultan by 
leading public men in England. The 
Mohammedan in India recognizes 
that as a secular ruler the 
.Sultan is subject to the same conditions 
as surround other monarchs. He may 
be coerced into any line of action, he 
may be deprived of territory, his life 
may be taken and the follower of Islum 
Will not, as such, raise his voice in pro 
tjst. It is a part of his creed to accept 
t ie inevitable without a murmur. But 
what tho Mussulmans of India cannot 
permit to pass witluut protest and what 
•they are in point of fact protesting 
against with a vigor and temper which 
give the Indian government some un- 
easiness, is the attack upon the Sultan 
individually and as the representative 
head of their religion. .,Tbe remon 
stranceson this subject, says the London 
Times, have during the last few months 
" (zone through an ascending scale of 
protest, recrimination and fierce menace, 
rising almost to threats." 

The difliculties presented by the fa- 
mine, although they will call for relief 
measures on a gigantic scale, can be sur 
mounted, but if they are intensified by 
the invasion of the famine-smitten dis 
tricts by the plague, the whole resources 
of the Imperial government may prove 
hardly equal to the emergency. Some 
things have already occurred at Bombay 
to show that the natives are inclined to 
attribute the plague to British ml 
Very drastic measures will have to be 
taken to check the spread of the pesti 
lence. Plague smitten districts must be 
isolated, thousands of buildings must bi 
burned, and possibly it may be necessary 
to draw a " dead line " around infected 
districts. It is unfortunate, however, 
that just at this time there should he 
anv degree of discontent among those 
who speak for the Mussulman popula- 
tion and whose leadership fifty millions 
of the most vigorous natives would un- 
hesitatingly follow. That the British 
government and the British people will 
show themselves equal to the emergency, 
we have no doubt, but at the same time 
there is no question about India's pre- 
senting to-day the most serious problem 
that has arisen there since the mutiny. 



DEVELOPMENT OF ALBERTA. 

In discussing the immigration ques- 
tion the Lethbridge News says that the 
reason why tho prairie region doeB not 
fill up moro rapidly with people and 
many of those who come to tho country 
do not remain, is the high freight charges 
on produce. "We quote : 

Before we can hope to see this coun- 
try tilled with prosperous settler, rail- 
way freight rates both on articles brought 
into and articles exported from tho West 
must be materially reduced. This is the 
real key to tho immigration platform. 
Given lower freight rates, both farmer 
and rancher will be able to make more 
money, and if these occupations aro 
lucrative plenty of settlors will come in, 
and moreover will stay when they do 
come in, without the intervention of 
immigration agents at all. 

This is an important point forcibly 
stated. Undoubtedly the best immigra- 
tion agent is tho successful settler who 



has attended his venture. Testimony 
of this kind as to the value of a now 
country is worth all the descriptive 
pamphlets and illustrated lectures that 
can be devised. It is easier to get cap- 
italists to interest themselves in British 
Columbia mines than it was a year ago, 
and the reason is because the earlier in- 
vestments aro proving prolitable. Four 
or five railway companies contemplate 
building extensions of their lines in or 
into the Kootenay, and tho reason is 
that the lines now penetrating the coun- 
try aro paying. It is never necessary to 
coax people to do what they them- 
selves can see will pay, and this 
as true of the Bmaller ven- 
tures of settlers on prairie farms as it 
is of larger operations of the class above 
mentioned. If high freight rates retard 
tho development of interior Canada, it 
becomes the duty of the Government to 
discover a remedy and of Parliament to 
apply it. Speaking especially of the 
district lying immediately east of the 
Rocky Mountains, which is that to which 
our Calgary contemporary especially re- 
fers — a district extending across seven 
degrees of latitude and fitted in every 
way to be the homo of prosperous agri- 
cultural and stock-raising communities, 
it may be pointed out that while many 
hundreds of miles separate it from the 
Atlantic seaboard and the manufacture 
ing centres of the Eastern provinces, it 
is comparatively near the Pacific Coast. 
The base from which Alberta should be 
developed is this Coast, not the Atlantic 
or even the shores of Lake Ontario, and 
tho sooner this great fact is realized by 
the fetleral authorities the better it will 
be for the whole country. 

THE WATER SUPPLY. 

Possibly no single question coming 
within the purview of the city council 
calls more strongly for immediate action 
than the water supply. A dillerence of 
opinion exists as to the condition of the 
filter beds and there should be no un 
necessary delay in finding out just what 
the facts are in regard to them and if 
anything iB wrong in having it remedied 
without delay. It may be admitted that 
there is nothing injurious to health in 
the water as it has been furnished to 
consumers in the past, and the vital 
statistics seem to substantiate tho claim 
made in this regard : but that does not 
cover the ground by any means. 
Pure water, pleasant to the taste 
and not even in a slight 
gree offensive to tho sense of smell, 
ought to be provided for the residents of 
Victoria at all seasons of the year, and 
it is said with confidence by those who 
at least ought to know, that with pro- 
per filtration the present supply would 
bo all that could be desired, so far as 
quality is concerned. The water system 
has, first and last, cost the taxpayers a 
gocd deal of money. Probably the same 
amount expended in other directions 
would have produced very much better 
results, but under present conditions it 
w-ould be useless to talk about a new- 
source of supply. The only thing that 
can be done is. to make the best of what 
we have, and one of the first acts of the 
city council ought to be to take such 
steps as will bring this about. Tho peo- 
ple expect this and have a right to ex- 
pect it, and they are in no mood to be 
trifled with. Let the condition ot the 
water supply be investigated promptly 
and such improvements as are necessary 
be made before the warm weather is at 
hand. 



HOW SUBSIDIES OPERATE. 

But a few years have elapsed since Sir 
Richard Cartwright, Mr. McMullen, and 
others of tho " Little Canada " grade ol 
legislators, lifted up their voices in the 
Parliament of Canada and denounced 
the wickedness of the profligate Conserv- 
ative Government and its beni^hted'sup 
porters who voted the public funds 
wrung from an agricultural community, 
which — we use their own words — was 
" at once a beast of burden to the mon- 
opolistic manufacturers and a slave to 
the tyranny of a Protective policy whicl 
fettered their limbs so that the people 
could not reach a foreign market with 
their products " for dissipation in sub- 
sidies to steamship companies. 

But how is it now as between the 
farmers and these self-same steamship 
subsidies? Very different. With two 
special trains a week leaving Winnipeg 
with flour made from Manitoba wheat, 
destined for the Coast en route to Alia 
tralia or China, the farmers of the 
Prairie Province have an object lesson 
more effective than all the tirades of the 
Opposition of a few years ago. More de- 
mand for Hour means more demand for 
wheat and better prices.

The Scientific 
American thinkB the suggestion has con- 
siderable force. No, it hasn't! The 
only reason for making any change 
would be that by it the year would bo 
evenly divided, and tho thirteen month 
arrangement would still leave one-quar- 
ter of a day unprovided for. Let well 
enough alone, say we, and stand by the 
old classic : 

'■Thirty days hath September," &c, &c; 

The Edmondton Bulletin very pro- 
perly says that " the country needs the 
full benefit of the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way, and can only afford to pay once*for 
it." Our contemporary's point is that 
no matter how much aid the govern 
merit may give a railway, the company 
usually manages to load down the road 
with capital charges, and thus saddle 
upon the public high freight rates on the 
plea that interest on bonds must be met. 
When the people pay a money bonus to 
a railway it should be only on such con- 
ditions as will prevent this sort of thing. 

The Vancouver World thinks the best 
way to answer tho Colonist's criticism 
of the tariff commission for omitting 
British Columbia from its itinerancy is 
to sneer at tho British Columbia Board 
ot Trade.

* TOO LIBERAL LAWS. 

The British Columbia mining laws are 
the most just and equitable in existence 
inasmuch aa they give the poor pros- 
pector an equal show for justice with the 
rich man ; but there is one deficiency in 
them which we consider a serious one — 
they are too liberal. After a man pays 
five dollars for a license ho is entitled to 
locate as many claims as he may desire, 
with only tho restriction that he must 
not stake more than one on any one lode 
or vein. This gives auy prospector who 
may be so inclined the opportunity to 
stake and hold for a year dozens of claims 
which he has no intention of ever de- 
veloping but merely locates on the 
chance of selling before he is required to 
do assessment on them. — Grand Porks 
Miner. 

THE DIVISION - OK KOOTENAY. 

The scheme involves the division of 
West Kootenay district into tour ridings 
or counties. These counties would con- 
sist of the Trail Creek district with Ross- 
land as county seat ; Nelson district with 
Nelson as county seat; the Slocan dis- 
trict with New Denver, Sandon or Kaslo 
as capital, and tho northern portion of 
the district with Revelstoke as its centre. 
This division into counties would, wo 
believe, be sati factory to the vast major- 
ity if not the entire population of Koote- 
nay.— Rossland Miner.

Re Outlines at the First City 
Council Jieetiiis His Policy 
on Civic Questions. 



Appointments on the Standing- Com- 
mittees for the Year Made 
Public Last Night. 



The council chosen to conduct the 
business of Victoria city during 1S07 
took their seats at the aldermanic board 
last night, Aid. Wilson forsaking his 
last year's chair to take that until re- 
cently occupied by the senior alderman 
for the North ward. Aid. Partridge 
comes next, then Aid. McCandless, Aid. 
Kinsman, Aid. McGregor, Aid. Hall, 
Aid. Harrison, Aid. Stewart, and Aid. 
Vigelius. There was a considerable 
gathering of ratepayers, as was to be ex- 
pected, and they listened with interest 
to the remarks of Mayor Redfern, who, 
after the formal preliminaries, address- 
ed the aldermen as follows : 

' Gentlemen :— In submitting the fol- 
lowing remarks for your consideration, I 
do so in the firm conviction that the 
adoption and carrying out of such a 
policy as therein outlined, would result 
in materially improving the condition of 
the municipality, and adding to the com- 
fort and convenience of its citizens ; and 
I trust that we shall during our term of 
office work harmoniously together to 
carry out whatever policy may be decid- 
ed upon in our endeavors to satisfactor- 
ily administer the affairs of the city and 
advance its best interests. 

The great necessity for better roads 
and sidewalks, especially in the busi- 
ness portion of the city, being very 
urgent, and the municipal council hav- 
ing no funds for their improvement 
other than the current revenue, the 
strictest economy should be observed in 
every department of the public service, 
in order that as large a sum as possible 
inav be available for carrying out that 
work ; and it will be for you to consider 
whether it will be better to continue the 
present Bystem of macadamizing and 
concrete gutters, or to substitute some 
other form of pavement. 

With the limited amount of revenue 
that will be available for street improve- 
ment the progress must necessarily bo 
slow. Therefore I believe the true in- 
terests of the city would be best served 
by borrowing a sufficient sum of money 
to put the principal streets in £ood con- 
dition as quickly as possible ; and if the 
property owners wish such a policy to 
be adopted, they must take the matter 
in hand and petition the council to in- 
troduce a by-law for that purpose, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Clauses Act. 

" The extension of the sewerage sys- 
tem is of vital importance to the health 
of the city, and as it would not be de- 
sirable to raise money by loan for that 
purpose at present and no money can be 
spared from the revenue, I would recom- 
mend that a bylaw be prepared under 
the nower given in section 110, clause 50, 
Municipal Clauses Act, charging a rea- 
sonable rent for the use of sewers, and 
all receipts from such rent should be for 
sewer extension and for no other pur- 
pose. 

"Whenever a street is made by the 
council the property owners should be 
required to bear a portion of the expense 
by constructing permanent sidewalks at 
their own cost. 

"If money were borrowed for the 
principal business streets the whole of 
the amount available out of revenue for 
street purposes could be spent in im- 
proving the streets outside of those lim- 
its, a considerable economy could proba- 
bly be effected, and better results bo 
produced in street cleaning by the use 
of a street sweeper than by the present 
system of sweeping with hand brooms. 

" The condition of the waterworks at 
the lake ami the best method to be ad- 
opted for bringing them to completion 
are matters that will require your earn- 
est and careful consideration, and al- 
though under ordinary circumstances it 
may not bo necessary to have a water- 
works committee, I have considered it 
advisable in this case to appoint a spe- 
cial committee to assist the mayor and 
the water commissioner in dealing with 
the matter. 

" The Point Ellice bridge disaster and 
its results will also require your careful 
consideration, and 1 would earnestly re- 
commend to the municipal council the 
desirability of endeavoring to ascertain 
whether, without prejudice to the city's 
rights, a reasonable compromise can be 
arranged with those who have sull'ered 
loss and injury through that disaster. 

"Should any Buch arrangement bo 
effected it would have to be ratified by 
the ratepayers and application made to 
the legislature for power to carry it into 
effect. 

" To guard as far as possible against 
the recurrence of Buch a disaBter, 1

law defining the duties of the city en- 
gineer, more particularly with a view of 
placing all the bridges in the city in bis 
charge and making him responsible for 
their safety. 

" Any feasible scheme for harbor im- 
provement or for giving Victoria better 
communication with the coast cities and 
the mining districts should receive the 
favorable consideration of the council, 
imd would, I am sure, receive at your 
hands all possible encouragement and 
aid that could be given, with due re- 
gard to the interests of the city. 

Application should be made to the 
legislature for power to made an appro- 
priation for a house for the admiral on 
the station, and also for power to exempt 
active members of the militia from pay- 
ment from road and revenue taxes. 

A home for aged and indigent women 
is much needed and the want could 
probably be best supplied by the addi- 
tion of a wing to the old men's home, 
and would not entail a very serious 
charge upon the revenue. 

A small appropriation for band con- 
certs once a week during the summer 
months in tho public nark would be 
greatly appreciated by the citizens, and 
the council will, I hope, give the subject 
their favorable consideration.

A Large Force of Men Rapidly 
Finishing the Outside 
Stone Work. 



The massive yet graceful structure 
that, when completed, will accommodate 
Victoria's post office aud custom house 
business, is fast growing now under the 
hands of 75 or 80 men, and in another 
month the stone work will be com 
pleted. It is nearly two years since the 
building was started, and though there 
was a delay of several months while 
awaiting the decision of the department 
of public works at Ottawa as to the 
stone, tho contractors, Messrs. Elford it 
Smith, have pushed the work as^ 
promptly as possible. To show the 
solidity of the walls, it may he mentioned 
that at the base they are 5 feet (i inches 
thick in places, and at the top where 
the heavy stone coping of the cornice 
projects, the wall ib seven feot wide. 
Inside the building the same solidity is 
apparent, for the weight of the upper 
floors iB carried by heavy brick arches ; 
and on the main floors the steel beams 
rest on great iron pillars. The building 
averages !)0 feet in height and consists of 
three stories, besides an attic and a base- 
ment. The elevation while not ornate 
is impressive and handsome in its very 
simplicity. Carving is sparingly used, 
just enough on the friezes of 
the pier caps and on the 
cornices to add to the appearance with- 
out overloading the ornamentation. The 
same perfection of work as the front 
presents is continued all around, and 
one can hardly speak of tho " back " of 
the building, for the eirect is real- 
ly as good there as on the Government 
street elevation. 

The rooms for fuel, heating and stores 
are in the basement of the main build- 
ing and also in the long wing on the 
Courtney street, side, which connects 
with the annex which has the bonded 
warehouse in the basement, 'and a stone 
archway for wagons to drive in to deliv- 
er or take out goods. 

The post office occupies the whole of 
the ground floor of the main building, 
the appraiser's office, weights and meas- 
ures room and the examining warehouse 
being in the wing and annex. 

The second story of the main building 
is taken up with the customs long room 
and offices and the savings bank depart- 
ment, and the third story by the inland 
revenue and post office inspector. 

The attic has not been apportioned 
to any department so far. 

At the back a stone drive way leadB to 
the main building tor the mail wagons 
to discharge and receive the mail bags, 
and handsome iron gates and railings 
will complete the fourth side of the 
square, the buildings forming the other 
three sides. 

The roof iB to be of copper, 
and the building inside will 
be finished handsomely in cedar and 
oak, with native fir used for flooring. 
An elevator and all the best modern con- 
veniences will complete a building of 
which Victoria may well be proud. 

Some of the stones which are now be- 
ing placed in position are very weighty, 
one that was being hoisted by the crane 
yesterday weighing almost four tons.

IN THEIR OLD HOME, 

The Legislators of British Columbia Will 
Meet Again in "The Old Buildins 
Over the Bay." 

The old legislative hall over the Bay 
has not after all outlived its usefulness 
to tho country, and when the provincial 
parliament assembles on the 8th of Feb- 
ruary it will be within the grotesque and 
humble little building at the rear and 
under the shadow of the imposing pile 
now rapidly approaching completion. 

Kveryone expected when the session 
of 189G came to a close that the walla of 
the old building would no more echo the 
sounds of debate, and many 
were the reminiscences indulged in 
as the lawmakers took leave of the 
familiar but antiquated scene of their 
labors during so many years past. Now, 
owing to delays in the receipt of neces- 
sary materials, the new legislative hall 
cannot, it is feared, be got ready in time 
for the opening of the house at the date 
appointed, and there will in consequence 
be three interesting ceremonies this 
session instead of two — the opening, the 
removal to the new building, whenever 
it is ready, and the prorogation. 

Preparations for the first of these have 
been in some particulars awaiting the 
return of Mr. Speaker Iiiggins from the 
East. The hon. gentleman, with Mrs. 
Iiiggins, arrived home on Sunday even- 
ing last, their visit to Montreal and 
Quebec having kept -them away from 
Victoria for the better part of a month. 

"Great interest in British Columbia 
is being evidenced at present in Eastern 
Canada," said Mr, Higgins yesterday, 
"and the people are especially eager 
to invest in the mines of Kossland and 
the Slocan. A word of caution 
is, however, necessary, for whi'e there 
are many good mines the utmost care 
should be taken not to place wildcat 
schemes on the market as that' is bound 
to have a bad effect on legitimate enter- 
prises." 

Hon. Mr. Higgins was unfortunately 
ill during part of the time he was away, 
and so was unable to get much enjoy- 
ment out of his visit. However he had 
many opportunities of giving reliable 
information concerning British Columbia 
to people who continually came to him 
with a view to making practical in- 
quiries.

THE TRUE KEY NOTE. 

To the Editor : — Your excellent lead 
ing article of Sunday morning Bounds 
the true key note of the situation in 
British Columbia. The time is at least 
ripe for a strong policy of action to be 
outlined and developed. Those who 
with an unfailing faith in tho richness 
and resources of the province were yet 
conservative and careful leBt the appear- 
ance of " booming " Bhould in jure the 
cause they espoused, have now the grati 
fication of knowing that actual results 
have produced a feeling of hope and 
confidence at home and abroad— a feel 
ing so deep and so strong as to 
rival the enthusiasm of the most hope- 
ful and confident of ourselves. Thanks 
to the wisdom heretofore shown by our 
legislators, the credit of British Colum- 
bia stands high in the money markets 
of the world; this, too, before the great 
mining regions were recognized. With 
such resources as we have, the public 
debt of the province is a mere nothing. 
It might be increased, doubled, or treb- 
led without danger to our credit, espe- 
cially if the money so borrowed be used 
in carrying on public undertakings 
in the nature of permanent im- 
provements, for, so expended, it adds to 
the investors Becurity, and by opening 
up new districts increases the popula- 
tion, and directly benefits the revenues 
by enlarging the tax-paying community, 
and the development, progressive policy 
is pot one of party. The people as a 
whole demand it independent of politi- 
cal lines. This is n fortuitous circum- 
stance not lightly to be considered, for 
as a rule there is strong opposition in a 
great many quarters to any attempt to 
enlarge the fixed charges upon the rev- 
enue, and, should the present opportun- 
ity bo lost, the favorable conditions ex- 
isting be neglected, the result may be so 
serious that the wisest and tho best of 
governments of the future may he un- 
able to make up for the time which will 
have been lost.

Mr. Haggnn, of New Zealand, Delivers an 
Interesting Address at the Women's 
Council.

CHILDREN'S FASHIONS. 



Mr. Haggan, a journalist from New 
Zealand, who is also a strong advocate 
and supporter of the woman's cause, 
addressed the local council yesterday 
afternoon on the origin and result of 
the extension of the franchise to 
women in the country over the sea. The 
ppuaker said that much valuable assist- 
ance had been rendered by Sir Robert 
Stout, a former premier of the colony, 
whose efforts were nobly seconded by 
his wife. The movement had sprung 
into life suddenly, and the cause that 
gave it birth was the temperance ques- 
tion—the body that set it in motion be- 
ing the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union. 

The movement sprang into fruition 
almost as quickly as it had into light. 
The women in advocating their cause 
were prepared with the logic of facts — 
saying that as they had a right to obey 
the laws so also tiiey considered them- 
selves to be capable of helping to make 
them; that women were equally inter- 
ested in the welfare of the nation as the 
men, and that in their advocacy of this 
cause they were seeking the protection 
and best interests of the home. Besides, 
the women maintained that, as 
under the law of the country, every 
man of the age of twenty-one had the 
right to vote— whether capable or other- 
wise— the same privilege should also be 
accorded to them as the true protector 
of their home, and consequently of the 
nation. The objections were that women 
had not brains enough and were too im- 
pulsive. In reply to which they were 
reminded that our glorious Sovereign 
is a woman — and the work accomplished 
by Lady Somerset, Miss Willard, Flor- 
ence Nightingale and others, and asked 
who more interested in education? 

It was urged also that women did not 
think for themselveB, and in voting 
would only double the votes of their 
husbands, and that granting them the 
franchise would cause dissensions in the 
family. The former object ion was met with 
the reply that there were plenty of men 
who did not think and were willing to 
sell their votes, and in the latter women 
themselves would be the sufferers from 
such dissensions and that women would 
act upon principle rather than be sway- 
ed by party politics. 

On the first presentation of the ques- 
tion to the legislature, that body de- 
cided that the women had not asked for 
the franchise. The effect of this upon 
the women was to cause them to im- 
mediately circulate petitions, the last 
of which contained 50,000 signatures. 
This had the desired effect, and women 
were given equal rights, becoming 
eligible for any position, whether on 
Bcbool boards, municipal offices or in the 
legislature. 

As it has been said that women could 
not deal with" questions intelligently, 
organizations were at once formed, with 
a central council, to which all political 
matters were referred and discussed, 
thus refilling the objection raised on this 
score. Since the enfranchisement of 
women in the colony many reforms had 
been introduced, women had been ap- 
pointed as inspectors in factories where 
both sexes were employed, in hospitals, 
asylums and prisons, with satisfactory 
results in every instance. 

They had secured legislationjin the in- 
terests of women and children. Among 
these may bo mentioned an act to give- 
the wife the prior claim to her husband's 
earnings; the protection of girls, raising 
the age of consent to sixteen; a law 
making the owners of houses of ill-fame easy

At the itlime when the matter 
was before the city board of health 
great Btress was laid th 
fact Chat one <if the guards at the 
isolation hospital had been allowed out 
to verte at the Dominion election, and 
had not been (for the stand taken by 
Mayor Beaven.'Dr. Duncan v/ould have 
been dismissed by the aklorcien who 
were opposed to him, politic*.: ly, in the 
city -council. 

Now here is another chance for an in 
vesOigation along the very same lines. 
On Thursday last Joseph -Shaw, the 
caretaker of the isolation 'hospital, by 
permission of Dix Eraser, the city health 
officer and Dominion (juarar.tine oflicer 
for the port of Victoria, 'loft the isola- 
tion hospital and came into town to re- 
cord his vote.

4. That a moderate controlof thelevee 
of L^ke Erie and of the Niagara river 
above Tonawanda may he [justified in 
connection with the Niagara, ship canal, 
the determination in this matter to rest 
on a full explanation of the physical 
conditions. 

That the policy should. contemplate 
the ultimatum of the largest successful 
capacity, and that all worhs should he 
planned on this basis, and that the ac- 
tual execution should confiom them. 

(i. That it is practicable to develop 
the work in separate sections and the 
veral sections in part by degrees, each 
step having its economic justification, so 
that the benefits should follow closely 
on the expenditure without waiting lor 
the completion of the system aH 11 whole 

7. That the completion of the eatire 
evstem as quickly us a proper project 
cm be matured ami economically justi- 
fied. 

8. That th;> Niagara ship canal should 
be tirst undertaken and incidectally the 
broadening and further deepening of the 
intermediate channels of the laius, the 
same being in 'the logical order of de 



velopment, and also requiring the least 
time for consideration. 

The commission adds : "As collateral 
to the main questions, and in view of 
the magnitude of the interests involved 
the consideration of all physical 
works which might influence the 
ciiaracter or features of a design 
should be concluded, but this 
need not delay the inception of the 
plans or the begiuning of the work, but 
is likely to bear upon the manner of 
their considerat ion. In view of the in- 
ternational character and relation of a 
part at least of the works, and of the 
riparian interests involved, it seems ex- 
pedient to carry on the works through a 
commission that may be possessed of 
certain limited international iqnetions. 
Specifically the matters which call for 
early action may tie -epitomized as fol- 
lows : 

That complete surveys and examina- 
tions be made and all needful data to 
mature the projects be procured for con- 
trolling the level of Lake Erie and the 
projected Niagara ship canal, develop- 
ing the Oswego-Onc-ida-Mohawk route, 
developing in the St. Lawrence-Cham- 
plain route and iniprovirng the tidal 
Hudson river, and the intermediate 
channels of the lakes. 

That the collecting and reducing of 
existing information supplemented by 
reconnaissances and special investiga- 
tions be continued until the general 
questions have been fully covered, and 
that a systematic measurement of the 
outllow of the several lakes and a final 
determination of their levels shall be 
taken. 

The complete surveys and investiga- 
tions with measurements of the outllow 
of several of the lakes and lull investiga- 
tion of collateral questions will cost not 
leBB than $GOO;000 and requires some 
years of time. 

To its recommendations the comrnis 
sion adds: It is possible that the 
measure of tho outllow of the 
lakes and the Qnal levels can 
be as well done through some other 
aeencv, and this item may he taken at 
$25,000, to be extended th rough a series 
of years, and this should beako under- 
taken on account of tho prevailing low- 
water of the lake system, whieh cannot 
be expected to continue. 

The specific surveys and investigations 
are in themselves estimated at . ^50 ,000, 
and will take two or three years, and 
that not less than .$150,000 should be ap- 
propriated the tirst year along with such 
additional sum as may be required for 
measuring the outflow of the lakes, of 
which $100,000 should be made.available 
during the tirst year. 

The commission reports that the Can 
adian commission appointed for the 
same purpose have -furnished much im 
portant Information. . The document 
gives many statistics relating to tradic 
on the great lakes. It savs that the 
agricultural competition this country 
has had recently to meet within India 
and which is likely to be intensified 
impel the government to take steps to 
cheapen freights, that the limit of reduc- 
tions in railroad rates has been reached 
and attention must be directed to the 
water wavs.

GENERAL ARBITRATION 

Correspondence Between the United States 
and Great Britain Submitted 
tc Congress. 

Washington, Jan. 18.— The President 
to-day furnished the Senate in response 
to a resolution adopted lin executive ses- 
sion, with the correspondence between 
the United States and Great Britain, re- 
sulting in the general arbitration treaty 
now awaiting theapproval of the Senate. 
All of this correspondence has been pre- 
viously published in the newspapers,; 
having been ollictally given out in! 
answer to congressional resolutions 
or in the British blue books. Brielly 
stated, it consists of seven notes covering 
a period of from February to July of last 
year, exchanged between the two gov- 
ernments. In Mr. Olney's last note, 
elated June 2, the field of controversy 
was much narrowed, but an agreement 
had not been efl'ected, and it is apparent 
that the ultimate coming together of the 
two governments was brought about by 
personal interviews between Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote, No 
record existB at the state department of 
this phase of the negotiations, but it 
may be that some future British blue 
hook will indicate its character by mak- 
ing public Sir Julian's cablegrams to 
Lord Salisbury. 

Some of the facts that appear in the 
correspondence that was submitted to- 
day are that the late Secretary Greshain, 
in the spring of 1805, initiated a corres- 
pondence widi Great Britain looking to 
a general arbitration treaty. For some 
reason its consideration was dropped for 
a time. It was renewed father unex- 
pectedly a year later, and tins time by 
Lord Salisbury, who, having been 
approached by Mr. Bayard with 
a request for a settlement of 
the Venezuelan boundary dispute 
accepted his suggestion, but accompani- 
ed bib acceptance with an instruction to 
Sir Julian to rc-open negotiation e in
